timtlar. Mr. Roose.elt sent a message from Cairo 
to the American ambassador at Rome asking that an 
Audience with the Pope be arranged for him. Car- 
dinal Merry del Val. papal ?*>cretarj of state, re- 
plied throu~h th" ambassador, that the Pope would 
b« pleased to receive the former President, and 
"hooes that nothing will arise to prevent it, such 
IP the much regretted incident which made the re- 
ception of Mr. Fairbanks. Impossible." This gentle 
intimation that if he wanted to tie received at the 
Vatican he \\ould have to steer clear of the Metho- 
dists was not lust 
on Mr Roosevelt

had made no engagement to visit the Methodists, he 
replied that while admitting the right of the Pope 
to receive or not receive whomsoever he chooses, 
"I In my turn decline to <rake any stipulations or 
submit to any conditions which in any way would 
limit my freedom of conduct.

The assertion that this is 


an age of opecl&lUatlon is so 
trite 
that 
one 
is 
almost 


nshamed to repeat U, yet it 
has application here, for the 


crux of Dr. Ooe's argument is simply that there 
must be specialization In religion, that the work 
of rellginus education must be centralized In the 
churches 
This view does not by any means Imply 


that there are not other auxiliary agencies which 
have a' function in the development of the moral 
fiber of the nation, individually and collectively; 
jather does it accord_a_ larser^place to such institu- 
tions in developing In the IndividuaT^the religious 
faith and moral stamina which the one-time reli- 
gious unity of the family Inculcated. 


Industrial, economic and social forces have so 


changed the type of domestic life In this country 
that, even were such a thing to be most dMlred. 
there could be little hope of restoring the form of 
family devotions that prevailed In the earlier gen- 
erations of our national history; and the problem 
is that of reviving their tpirrt. The American fam- 
ily Is not disintegrating, but tne American home Is; 
and it is becoming more and more Important that 
the seeds of religious faith be eown In the hom« 
while parental influence is strong and directly ex- 
ercised. This is properly the work of the ch'irt^-ea 
- the maintenance of systematic and continuous 
religious Instruction, particularly of the voting— 
and one can not but believe that the more equawiy 
the responsibility la placed upon them the n»ore 
energetically and effectively they will respond. 


Religious instruction as a special function of o 


special class of Institutions is a conception some- 
what repugnant to the thought that religious fakh 
is fundamental to all forms of human activity and 
social organization; but it Is not Illogical in the 
light of present tendehcles.
